There is a vast country in the Northwest 
territory which can reach seaboard only 
through 2 pass inthe Hocky movntaine, 
thence acrose a strip of land owned by 
the United States. Eastefthe Rockies 
and east of the Alaskan ceast is 2 coun- 
try of almost inestimable extent known 
ae the Peace river country. There may 
be onehundred million acres of tillable 
or pastoral ground there. It has the 
benefit of warm air currents from the 
Pacitic, which make a milder climate 
than in portions of the Northwest terri- 
tory still further east. It is desired by 
(reat Rritain to oren un this great wheat 
and stock producing country and secure 
a short route to the sea. A branch ofthe 
Canadian Pacitie railway cou'd be built 
throuch this Peace iver region and by 
a pass through the monatains reach the 
aea coast without much trouble and se 
curea much shorter haul than by the 
railroads furthersouth. Thie would give 
the Cazatian Pacitic another western ter- 
minus end would build up a British city 
right upon the tlank of the Alaskan pos- 
sessions of the United States. There 
would be another great navel station and 
military post commanding our Alask2p 
territory, and the protection which the 
Alaskan coast gives thie country would 
he largely nullitied.
